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In spite of the development of wire cable and mechanical fastenings, all of us 
need to make a knot sometime in our lives, whether it be to tie our tennis shoes 
or a package. 

The ability to tie knots has always been a skill required of sailors of sailboats. 
But also sportsmen use knots to set up tents, to prepare fishing tackle, to build 
traps, and to do many other tasks. Many surgeons must quickly and skillfully tie 
the tiny knots in sutures to close incisions. And farmers also use knots to tie 
horses, cows, and other animals to posts. 

Some people make knot boards that display various kinds of knots. 

There are both simple knots and hard knots. But all of them can be learned 
with patience and practice. We are going to try to learn how to tie ten of them. 
With a piece of cord in your hands, try to follow the illustrations. Once you 
learn how to make the knot, repeat it several times and learn how to use it. If 
you cannot make them by yourself, ask some adult for help. 


Here you have ten useful knots 


The overhand knot or thumb knot 
This is the common knot used by everyone. It is use- 
ful for keeping a rope end from running through a 
block (pulley) or other opening. It is used also in sewing 
or trying to keep an end from unraveling. 


The square knot 
This is a very useful knot because it never slips or 


jams and is easy to untie. It should be used on all pack- 
ages. 


The granny knot 


This knot is used in first-aid bandaging instead of the 
square knot. 
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The sheet bend 


This knot is the best to use when ropes of different 
sizes are to be joined. It is also valuable in stretching a 
sheet to be used as a projector screen, or any other 
time a cloth must be tied by the corners with a rope or a 
string. 


The fisherman’s knot 
This knot does not slip and is easily untied. It is useful 
in tying together anything smooth and stiff, such as 
fishline. 


Two half hitches 


This hitch is easily made and will not slip under any 
strain. 


The clove hitch 


This hitch is used to fasten the tent ropes to a stake. It 
is also used in fastening one pole to another. 


The slipknot 


The slipknot is used to hitch a horse to a post. The 
knot slips, but if properly tied, it becomes tighter the 
more the end is pulled. 


The bowline knot 


The bowline is used for tying a person or an animal 
when it is important that the noose not become tight— 
as in lowering a person from a burning building or stak- 
ing out an animal—because its noose neither slips nor 
jams. It is one of the most valuable knots. 


The double bow 


The common knot tied by all boys and girls every 
time they tie their shoelaces. It is so common that no 
drawing is necessary. It should follow the square knot 
principle and not the granny.

are dry and crisp. 

Remove the pan from the oven with potholders. 

Set on a heatproof surface until the seeds are cold. 

Store cooled seeds in an airtight container.

Make one or several of them to put on the 
window. Or make a mobile to hang from the 
ceiling in a corner of the room. (You can trace 
the drawing if you do not want to cut the magazine.) 
1. Color the eyes bright yellow (or use bright-yellow con- 
struction paper). 
2. Color the front part cream (or use cream-colored con- 
struction paper). 
3. Color the back part brown (or use brown construction 
paper). 
4. Cutalong the outside dotted lines. 
5. Make two holes on the hood, where shown, if you are 
going to hang the owl. 
6. Cutaslit on the back (part B) where shown. 
7. Insert the front (part A) into the slit in the back. Paste 
down the tab. 
8. Curve the top of hood so that the point 
comes between the owl’s eyes. Use paste ога 
little piece of tape to hold the hood down.
